where Le @ngered until Friday pight.  Two
Tarsons  we, o arrested—Owen Byrne and John
Eehor, the (ormer of whom was idenlded as
beine in the assanltine party, and striking Mar-
phy, but witnes<es did nos notice a knife in his
nand. BEsher wis not ldentified as one of the
crowd, and he was discharged, Byrne being held
to await the resilt of rhe Uoroner's imguese,
From the evidence belore the Coroner’s jury,
the stabbing secms to have been prompted by &
malicions, wicked spirit, and done at o tine
when Murphy was helpless from the blows and
kicks he had recewved. Dr. Shapleign, who
mude the post mortem examination, discovered
that ibhe wound had been made by & sharp, pene-
tratinge lnstroment, and that it extenden 1o the
d:pth of about two Inches, the inlestings being
cut, Death resulted from inthuumaiion produced
by the wound. In the absence ol witnesses, the
inguest was cootloued tor a tew days,
